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IN BRUSSELS 
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1 . TURKISH PRESS REPORTS THAT "MINI-CRISIS" IN TURKISH RELATIONS 
WITH EEC HAS ENDED. "MINI-CRISIS" RESULTED WHEN TURKISH 
FOREIGN MINISTER CAGLAYANGIL EARLIER IN WEEK WALKED OUT OF 
COUNCIL MEETING WHEN HE LEARNED THAT EC-9 WERE NOT 
PREPARED TO DISCUSS TURKISH GRIEVANCES ON FREE MOVEMENT 
OF LABOR, AGRICULTURAL CONCESSIONS TO THIRD COUNTRIES, 

TURKISH CONCESSIONS TO EC AND EC FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE TO TURKEY. 
CAGLAYANGIL IS NOW QUOTED AS SAYING THAT EC WRITTEN 
ASSURANCE THAT IT WILL TAKE STEPS TO ANSWER TURKEY S GRIEVANCES 
"IS A TURNING POINT". PRESS REPORTED THAT GOT OFFICIAL SAID THAT 
TALKS TO BE HELD AT A TECHNICAL LEVEL WHICH WILL BE FINALIZED 
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AT ANOTHER ASSOCIATION COUNCIL MEETING IN SUMMER, 1976 "WERE A 
STEP FORWARD". 
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2. AP REPORT FROM BRUSSELS CARRIED ONLY IN ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
"DAILY NEWS" STATED THAT ONE OF MORE IMPORTANT PROMISES EC GAVE 
GOT WAS THAT FINANCIAL AID FOR NEXT FIVE YEARS WOULD BE BETTER 
THAN CURRENT ARRANGEMENT WHICH PROVIDED SOME $320 MILLION IN 
LOANS. 

3. PRESS ALSO QUOTED EC SOURCES TO EFFECT THAT WHILE "WE REALIZE 
FROM CAGLAYANGIL'S SPEECH THAT TURKEY AUTOMATICALLY WANTS ALL THE 
FACILITIES WHICH ARE ACCORDED TO THIRD COUNTRIES TO BE ACCORDED TO 
TURKEY. THIS IS IMPOSSIBLE". OFFICIALS STATED HOWEVER, THAT "WE 

WILL TRY TO GIVE MORE SATISFACTORY AGRICULTURAL FACILITIES TO TURKEY. 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE AGREEMENT WE HAVE REACHED HERE". 

4. COMMENT: INFLUENTIAL SECTORS OF TURKISH PUBLIC OPINION, NOTABLY 
PRESS, SOME POLITICIANS, BIG INDUSTRIALISTS AND MANY ECONOMISTS, 

HAVE BEEN QUITE PESSIMISTIC DURING PAST FEW MONTHS ABOUT ULTIMATE 
IMPACT ON TURKISH ECONOMY OF ASSOCIATE AND EVENTUAL FULL MEMBERSHIP 
IN EEC. TURKISH ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES, SEVERE IMBALANCE IN TRADE 

WITH EEC, EUROPEAN RECESSION WITH ITS CONCOMITANT IMPACT ON 
WORKER REMITTANCES, EEC CONCESSIONS TO THIRD COUNTIRES AND CYPRUS- 
GREECE PROBLEM HAVE DIMMED LUSTRE OF EEC FOR TURKISH PUBLIC 
OPINION. BEFORE GOING TO BRUSSELS, CAGLAYANGIL HAD ASSURED 
PRESS HE WOULD FORCE EC-9 TO FACE UP TO TURKISH GRIEVANCES. 

REPORTS NOW IN TURKISH PRESS REGARDING HIS WALK-OUT AND THE PAR- 
TIAL CONCESSIONS HE SUBSEQUENTLY SEEMS TO HAVE WON WILL PROVIDE 
TEMPORARY REPRIEVE FOR CAGLAYANGIL AND FOREIGN MINISTRY FROM 
RECENT CRITICISM THAT THEY HAVE NOT ADEQUATELY ARTICULATED TURKISH 
GRIEVANCES VIS-A-VIS EC-9. TECHNICAL DISCUSSIONS LEADING TO 
ASSOCIATION COUNCIL MEETING IN SUMMER SHOULD GIVE GOT TIME TO 
REEVALUATE BENEFITS NEEDED FROM EC-9 TO REESTABLISH EQUALITY OF 
WHAT IS INCREASINGLY SEEN IN TURKEY AS "ONE-SIDED RELATIONSHIP"
